Some  Account  of  the  Life  and  Adventures 
of  the  Hon.jows  Bykon,  Fice- Admiral 
of  the  Bluet  and  Commander  in  Chief  of 
the  Britilh  Fleet  in  the  Weft  Indies* 

The  Honourable  John  Byron  is 
fecond  fon  to  the  late  William 
Lord  Byron  of  Rochdale,  by  hi.s  third 
wife,  Frances,  daughter  to  William 
Lord  Berkeley  of  Stratton,  He  was 
born  on  the  8th  of  November  1723  ; 
and  having  received  a  liberal  education, 
he  entered  at  a  very  early  age  into  the 
naval  fervice.  His  outfet  in  the  profef- 
lion  was  attended  with  a  feries  of  misfor¬ 
tunes  and  difficulties,  which,  before  he 
furmounted  tnem,  it  would  have  been 
apprehended  to  be  impuiiible  for  any 
human  being  to  luppoit.  iiis  patience, 
his  Inbmiirion  and  perfeverance,  hib  hu¬ 
manity  and  determination  in  thefe  circum- 
itances,  as  tiiey  mark  the  man,  and  advl 
dignity  to  the  human  chara^iter,  we  lhall 
taKc  fume  pains  to  exemplify. 

At  the  age  of  feventeen  he  embarked 
as  a  midfiiipman  on  hoard  the  \Va:er, 
one  of  the  ihips  of  the  fo, uadron  tilted 
out  in  the  yea;  1 740,  for  an  cxp;iviition 
under  Uie  commiud  of  Lord  Anson, 
This  Ihip  W4S  an  old  lndium.iii;  bought

Mr  Byron  and  the 
others  having  no  change  of  raiment,  the 
fame  fhirt  had  been  wi  rn  for  months, 
aiickoow  it  might  be  faid  to  be  alive  with 
vermin.  Captain  Cheap  was  to  appear¬ 
ance  a  perfect  fwarm  ;  he  refcmbled  an 
ant  hill  with  thoiifands  of  thefc  infeds 
crawling  over  it,  for  he  was  now  palt  at- 
tcmpinik'  to  lid  himfelf  in  the  lead  from 
the  t  irment,  Mr  Byron  u<ed  as  tre- 
qurt  I'y  as  he  could  to  take  all  his  tatters 
fromnis  lhoulders,and  laying  themon  one 
done,  beat  tliem  with  another,  in  hopes 
of  killing  hundreds  at  a  Itroke.  Let  us 
not,  we  fay,  however  delicate,  naufeate 
this.  It  was  the  honourable,  the  polite 
Admiral  Byron  that  experienced  this,  and 
fuffered  more  therefrom  even  than  trom 
hunger. 

Alter  having  toiled  at  the  oar  for  three 
d-iys,  they  came  to  a  carrying-place. — 
Each  one  had  fomewhat  to  carry,  and  Mr 
Byron  had  a  wet  heavy  canvas,  with  a 
piece  of  dinkiiig  feal  belonging  to  the 
Captain.  Their  way  was  through  a  thick 
wood,  a  perfed  fwamp,  where  every  ftep 
was  almoft  to  the  middle.  Mr  Byron,  in 
this  difmal  place,  was  left  behind,  having 
fallen  from  a  tree  into  a  deep  fwamp, 
where  he  narrowly  efcaped  drowning. — 
By  depofiting  his  load  he  regained  his 
companions ;  hut  Captain  Cheap  re¬ 
proaching  him  for  the  lofs  c  f  his  feal,  he 
went  five  miles  back  again  through  the 
wood  and  brought  it.  On  his  return, 
however,  they  embarked  vyithont  him  ; 
nay,  left  him’  net  even  a  morfel  of  the 
llinking  feal  for  which  he  had  fuffered  fo 
pnich.  Night  coming  on,  and  quite  worn 
out  with  hungei  and  fatigue,  he  fell  a- 
(leep  ;  and  awaking  before  day,  he  heard 
fomc  voices  at  a  diftance,  and  Toon  per¬ 
ceived  a  wigwam.  Stooping  to  get  into 
it,  he  received  Icveral  kicks  in  the  face, 
;iiid  was  denied  admittance  ;  but  by  and 
by  he  vyas  admitted,  and  afterwards  em¬ 
barked  with  this  party  of  Indians.  When 
they  landed  at  nigjit,  they  bawled  up 
their  canoe,  and  difapp'eared  in  an  inftant, 
leaving  Mr  Byron  in‘a  dark  difmal  delert, 
amidtt  a  violent  rain.  The  next  day, 
hovever,  they  took  him  w'th  them,  and 
having  landed  at  a  fpot  which  feemed  to 
promife  well  for  fhcll-fifh,  they  found 
abundance  of  limpets.  The  fiarving  Mr 
Byron  did  not  attempt  to  cat  any,  left  he 


(hould  lofe  a  moment  in  gathering  ;  and 
he  almoft  filled  his  hat  before  they  re¬ 
turned  to  their  canoe.  The  Indians 
flew  into  a  violent  pafliou  at  him  i(ir 
throwing  the  fliells  of  the  limpets  over- 
board.  They  beat  him,  and  were  hard'v 
prevented  from  throwing  him  into  the 
fea.  This  arofe  from  a  point  of  fuper»^i. 
tion. 

In  tw'o  or  three  days  after  he  regained 
his  companions.  By  this  time  all  their 
bodies  were  fo  emaciated,  that  they  hard¬ 
ly  retained  the  figures  of  men.  Mr  El- 
liot  bad  died  under  the  extreme  fatigue, 
and  Mr  Hamilton  now  parted  company 
w  ith  the  others,  and  went  on  with  ano¬ 
ther  party  of  Indians.  In  two  or  three 
days  after  this,  they  landed  in  the  ifland 
of  Chiloe,  with'much  difficulty,  and  at 
the  imminent  hazard  of  their  lives.  It 
was  in  the  month  of  June,  the  depth  of 
winter  in  that  country,  when  they  land¬ 
ed,  and  here  their  misfortunes  drew  to¬ 
wards  a  conclufion. 

The  Indians  received  them  very  kind¬ 
ly  :  and  fuch  was  the  compaffion  they 
had  for  them,  the  women  in  particular, 
that  every  one  contributed  fomewhat  to 
the  poor  fhipwrecked  and  ftarved  wan¬ 
derers  ;  fo  rapacious  were  thev,  and  fo 
eager,  that  they  did  nothing  but  eat  the 
whole  day  together  ;  nay,  Mr  Byron  fays, 
that  fuch  was  the  impreffion  left  upon  his 
mind,  that  for  months  after  he  could  not 
avoid  pocketing  all  the  vidluals  he  could 
lay  his  hands  on. 

We  fhall  cut  the  remainder  of  this  ex¬ 
pedition  very  fhort.  They  were  convey¬ 
ed  by  a  Spanilh  guard  to  Caftro.  From 
Caftro  they  were  conducted  to  Chaco; 
in  their  way  to  which  place,  a  lady  and 
her  two  daughters,  perfons  of  rank  in  the 
ifland,  conceived  a  fondnefs  for  Mr  By 
ron,  and  faid  they  would  requeft  the  Go¬ 
vernor  to  permit  him  to  fpend  a  month 
at  their  houfe,  which  he  afterwards  did. 
The  niece  of  an  old  prieft,  who  was  ef« 
teemed  the  richeft  perfnn  in  the  ifland, 
fell  in  love  with  Mr  Byron,  and  the  fa¬ 
ther  confenting  to  her  requeft  to  afk  him, 
Ibcwed  Mr  Byron  all  his  w^ealth,  and,  a* 
mongft  ^ther  things,  a  piece  of  linen, 
which  he  faid  fliould  be  immediatdy 
made  up  into  Ibirts  for  him,  provided  he 
would  marry  his  niece.  Mr  Byron  fayi 
that  this  temptation  had  nearly  overcome 
him.

— Poor  Aldrovandus  !  after  having 
I’pent  a  vaft  fortune  for  the  purpofes  of 
enlightening  mankind  ;  after  having  col¬ 
lected  more  truth  and  falfehood  than  any 
man  ever  did  before  him,  little  thought 
of  being  reduced  at  laft  to  want  bread, 
to  teel  the  ingratitude  of  his  country,  and 
to  die  a  beggar  in  a  public  holpital ! 

Tung  it  appears  that  modern  authori¬ 
ties,  in  favour  of  the  finging  of  fwans, 
arc  rather  fufpicious,  Once  they  are  re¬ 
duced  to  this  Mr  George  Braun,  and 
John  R>»(troph,  the  native  ot  a  country 
remarkable  for  ignorance  and  credulity. 
It  is  probable  the  ancients  had  fome  my- 
ihologicaj  meaning  in  aferibing  melody 
to  the  fwan  ;  and,  as  for  the  moderns, 
they  fcrirccly  dclervc  regard.  The  fwan, 
therefore,  inuft  be  content  with  that 
Iharc  of  fame  which  it  poOTefles  on  the 
(core  of  beauty  ;  fince  the  melody  of  its 
s^oicc*,  n-ithotit  better  teftimony,  will 
fcarcely  be  admitted  even  by  the  credu¬ 
lous. 

This  beautiful  bird  is  as  delicate  in  its 
appetites,  as  elegant  in  its  form.  Its 
chief  food  is  corn,  bread,  herbs  growing 
in  the  water,  and  roots  and  feeds,  which 
are  found  urar  the  margin.  It  prepares 
a  nefl  in  fome  retired  part  of  the  bank, 
and  chiclly  where  there  is  an  iflet  in  the 
Itrcam.  This  is^ompofed  of  water- 
plants,  long  grafs  and  hicks  ;  and  the 
male  and  female  aflift  in  forming  it  with 
great  afliduity.  The  fwan  lays  feven  or 
eight  white  eggs  much  larger  than  ihofe 
of  a  gt>ore,  with  a  hard  aiul  fomeiimes  a 
tuberous  Ihell.  It  fits  near  two  months 
before  its  young  are  txc1ude<l,  which 
are  aih-coloured  for  fome  months  after 
they  leave  the  ftiell.  It  is  not  a  little 
<langerous  to  approach  the  old  ones, 
w’hen  their  little  family  are  feeding  round 
them.  Theirfear,  as  well  as  their  pride, 
feems  to  take  the  alarm  ;  and  they  have 
I'ometimes  been  known  to  give  a  blow 
wM(h  their  pinion  that  has  broke  a  man’s 
or  arm. 

It  is  not  till  they  are  a  twelvemonth 
old  that  the  young  fwans  change  their 
colour  with  their  plumage.  All  the  fta- 
ges  of  this  bird’s  approach  ro  maturity 
are  flow,  and  feem  to  indicate  longevi- 
ty.  it  is  two  months  hatching ;  a  year 


growing  to  its  full  fize  ;  and  if,  accor. 
ding  to  Pliny’s  obfervation,  thofe  ani. 
mals  that  are  longeft  in  the  womb  arc 
the  longed  lived,  the  fwan  is  the  longeft 
in  thcfliell  of  any  bird  we  know,  and  ig 
alfo  faid  to  be  remarkable  for  longevity, 
Some  fay  it  lives  three  hundred  years* 
and  Willoughby,  who  is  in  general  diffi! 
dent  enough,  feems  to  believe  the  report. 
A  goofe,  as  he  juftly  obferves,  has  been 
known  to  live  an  hundred  ;  and  the 
fwan,  from  its  fuperior  fize,  and  firmer 
flefh,maybefuppofed  to  live  much  longer. 

Swans  were  formerly  held  in  fuch  great 
efteem  in  England,  that,  by  an  aft  of 
Edward  IV.  none,  except  the  fon  of  the 
King,  was  permitted  to  keep  a  fwan,  un- 
Icfs  p  ’flelfcd  of  five  marks  a  year.  By  a 
fubfequent  afl,thc  punifliment  for  taking 
tlicir  eggs  was  iroprifonmeiit  for  a  year 
and  1  day,  and  a  fine  at  the  King’s  will. 
At  prtfent  they  are  but  little  valued  for 
the  delicacy  of  their  flefli  ;  but  many  are 
ftill  prefei  ved  for  their  beauty.  We  fee 
multitudes  on  the  Thames,  the  Trent, 
and  in  private  grounds ;  but  no-where 
in  greater  numbers  than  on  the  falt-wa- 
tei  inlet  of  the  fea  4iear  Abbotibury,  in 
Dorfctfliire.

In  Head  oi 
purfuing  my  journey  to  the  city,  I  retur¬ 
ned  to  my  friend,  where  I  had  lodged 
the  night  before,  Mr  Foxcraft,  deputy 
poft-mafter* general  of  North  America. 

1  told  him  that  I  apprehended  Sir  Wli* 

liam  Howe  was  going  round  to  the  Che¬ 
fapeak.  I  aiked  for  pen,  ink,  and  paper—* 
put  down  in  writing  thole  difficulties  which 
I  thought  Sir  William  Howe  would  meet 
with,  and  which  1  thought  he  ought  to  be 
apprized  of;  when  finilhed  1  ihewcu 
to  Mr  FvA^:raic;  he  approved  ct  them,  ar.w 
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The  weekly  magazine,  or 


Henry  ClintonV,  calling  on  me,  T  rom- 
nifinicited  the  whole  that  I  hive  men¬ 
tioned  to  him,'  rind  re  quelled  he  would 
Ipeak  to  Sir  Henry  Clinton  on  the  ccca- 
c.alion  ;  a  good  deal  pafTed  between  us ; 
he  tecmeii  alarmed  that  we  fhould  go 
over  to  the  enemy,  and  pointed  out  fome 
conltquences  that  would  attend  it,  and 
imnudiatcly  offered  to  go  to  Sir  Henry 
Clinton,  and  bring  us  an  anlwer  relative 
to  our  perfonal  fal’ety  ;  he  loon  returned 
and  informed  me,  that,  what  he  fliowld 
lay,  I  was  hot  to  irnderftaiid  as  official 
tVorn  Sir  Henry  Clinton  (  he  did  not  fay 
fo,'but  I  liiiderftood  it  wa«,  becaiife  the 
coijnmand  had  not  then  devolved  upon 
Henry  Clinton),  and  informed  me  that 
5^ir  ITenry  fiid,  that  he  could  not  grant  a 
flag  or/fiich  an  occafion,  had  we  requef- 
ted  it  ;  that  the  game  was  not  up  ;  that 
the  w'ar  was  not  over,  but  would  ftill  be 
carried  on  vigoronffy,  rmd  dclired  that 
we  lliourd  not  entertain  a  thought  of 
going  over  to  the  enemy. 

If  the  magiftrates  of  Philadelphia 
had  gone  over  to  the  rebels,  what  etfe<5t 
^ould  that  mcafure  have  had  in  Ame¬ 
rica  ? 

A,  If  the  naagiflrates  of  Philadelphia 
had  gone  over  to  the  rebels  under  that 
«ad'dcc,  it  would  certainly  have  had  a 
very  pernic'oiis  effe<ft ;  the  people  in  ge¬ 
neral  would  have  believed  what  the  re¬ 
bel's  at  that  time  induftrioufiy  propaga¬ 
ted,  that  the  conlell  was  given  up,  and 
that  America  was  to  be  evacuated ; 
they  would,  or  at  lead  great  numbers  of 
r  them,  would  have  taken  the  oaths  of  alle¬ 
giance  to  the  flates,  and  become  their 
perfect  fubj^ds. 

Did  you  attend  the  army  from 
PVunfwick  to  Trentcm  in  1776  ?  A.  Yes. 

At  what  time  did  the  army  march 
from  BninTwick,  and  at  what  time  did  it 
arrive  at  Prince 'Town  that  day  r 

A.  I  lotlgctl  'vith  General  V.'iighaii  the 
day  before,  and  nnderflood  the  orders 
were  to  march*  at  four  o’clock.  The 
army  did  march  very  early,  and  arrivt'd 
at  Pi ihcc-Town  about  four  o’clock  in  the 
afternoon. 

0^  Where  was  WaHiington  and  his 
army  at  that  tinsc  ? 

A.  The  main  body  of  his  ar.my  was 
at  Trenton,  a  part  at  Prince  rown, 
and  I  believe  a  few  advanced  nearer  t(^ 
Brunfwicl:  to  obferve  the  motions  of  the 
llritiih  .army. 

Had  you  information  vvliich  you 
bad  leafon  to  believe  with  regard  to  the 


time  of  Waffiington’s  leaving  Prin?- 
Town  that  day  ? 

A.  I  was  informed  by  feveral  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Prince  Town,  and  paJ. 
ticuiarly  by  the  gentleman  with  whom  I 
hxlged,  that  Walhington  had  left  it 
about  an  hour  before  the  van  of  the  Bri. 
ti lb  army  arrived. 

0^  At  vvjiat  hour  the  next  morning 
did  the  army  march  fririn  Prince  Town 
to  Trenton,  arid  at  vvhat  time  did  the* 
army  arrive  at  Trenton  ? 

A.  To  the  befl  cf  my  recolleClion,  the 
army  matched  between  eight  and  nine 
o’clock  in  the  morning,  and  arrived  at 
Trenton  about  three  in  the  afternoon. 

Do  you  know  what  was  General 
Waihington’s  force  at  that  time,  and  by 
what  means  do  you  know  it  ? 

A.  I  have  faid  before,  that  Gen.  Wa- 
fliington’s  force  confiftcd  at  that  time  of 
about  3300  men.  A  number  of  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  cf  Trenton  made  Ids  force  lefs;  but 
Major  Barnes  of  the  Provincial  corps, 
who  lived  in  Trenton  at  that  time,  and  at 
whofe  home  Waflungton  took  up  his 
lic.-id* quarters,  informed  me,  that  by  a 
return  made  to  Wafnington  the  day  be¬ 
fore  he  palled  the  Delaware,  his  whole 
army,  excepting  Lord  Stirling’s  brigade, 
amounted  10  2900  men,  and  Lord  Stir¬ 
ling’s  brigade  did  not  at  that  lime  amount 
to  quite  400, 

Is  it  yoUr  opinion,  that  it  was 
poliible  or  not  to  have  overtaken  Gene¬ 
ral  Waffiingtbn’s  army  before  it  had 
crofTed  ttie  Delaware  ? 

A.  I  am  no  military  man,  and  can 
fpeak  only  to  fafts,  w’hich,  as  far  as  they 
go,  i  am  ready  toanfwer  ;  had  Sir  Wil¬ 
liam  Howe  marched  from  Prince  Town 
at  four  o’clock  in  the  morning,  as  he  did 
from  Brunfwick,  or  at  three  o’clock,  as 
he  did  from  Philadelphia  to  White 
Marfli,  he  certainly  would  hare  been  at 
Trenton  four  or  five  hours  fooner  than 
he  was.  Wafnington’s  laft  boat  in  which 
he  carried  over  his  army  had  not  reached 
the  oppolite  (liore,  when  the  van  of  the 
Britiffi  army  arrived  at  Trenton. 

How  far  is  it  from  Prince  Town 
to  Trenton  ? 

A.  Twelve  meafnred  miles- 

Q.  Whether,  in  your  opinion,  the 
river  Delaware  might  have  been  cndled 
by  Sir  Wilbam  Howe  when  he  came 
down  to  Trenton  with  the  army,  and 
your  re.ifons  for  that  opinion  ? 

A.  There  does  not  appear  to  me  t-^^ 
have  been  any  difficulties  to  b-vc  yt' 
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vented  the  Britifli  army  from  pafling  the 
Drlawarc  in  December  1776,  when  Sir 
Wiliiam  Ilowe  WdS  at  Trenton  ;  I  have 
faid  that  VValhingtou’s  force  was  but 
finall ;  the  river  Delaware,  in  and  about 
IVtnton,  is  from  3  to  400  yards  wide. 
At  a  i-lace  called  Bond’s  Ferry,  about 
two  miles  below  Trenton^  I  think  the 
dilUnce  acrofs  the  river  is  .very  near  3(pD 
yards;  the  ground  at  the  place  1  have 
mentioned  t(Boud’s  Feiry)  is  high,  and 
pcricidy  commands  the  lliore  on  the 
oppollte  fide,  far  beyond  cannondbol.; 
m'der  theie  circumllances,  I  know  , of  no 
diMicuUy,  except  that  of  the  want  of 
boils  or  pontoons  :  I  had  a  cenverfation 
with  Ca{)tain  Montrefor. 

Objection  being  taken  to  his  proceed¬ 
ing  to  give  an  account  of  this  converfa- 
lion,  he  was  ordered  to  vviihdr.avv.

I  would  hopef  indeed,  that  they  really 
h-We  not  any  criminal  intentions  ;  that 
flicy  oidy  want  to  be  warned  of  their  d.an- 
ger,  ill  ord»er  to  Ihun  it.  i'o  tueie  I  at 
prelent  aildrefs  mylclf,  by  giving  a*  little

failed  very  late,  lo  as  not  to  reach  tlic 
river  of  Lifbon  till  November  ;  and, 
even  when  It  arrived  there,  the  difpsues 
which  arofe  amongfl  the  lords  of  King 
Charles^  coundil  and  his  generahi,  with 
the  delays  of  the  Portugueze,  who  were 
far  from  being  hearty  in  his  canfe,  dif- 
appointed  all  the  great  defigns  of  the 
maritime  powers,  and  the  .tffcels  ihat 
might  have  been  reafonably  expected  from 
the  powerful  rein  force  rrient  of  troopvS 
which  were  embarked  on  board  the  grand 
fleet.  In  this  nneafy  fitualion  Sir  Clondcf- 
ly  Shovel  didi  all  that  conhi  be  expected 
from  a  wife  and  vigilant  commander ;  for 
he  not  only  clofcdy  attended  to  the  pro¬ 
per  duties  of  hi^i  own  ciiarge,  bnt  left  no 
method  untiied  to  prevail  upon  the  gene¬ 
rals  and  fiV(/U!itt8  of  King  Charles  to 
come  to  Inch  an  agreement,  as  might 
lecuie  the  adv:nltage^  aiieady  obtained, 
and  cfiediia’’y  fix  their  mait.r,  who  was 
then  at  Madrid,  upon  the  throne  of 
Spain. 

Put,MhougIi  the  care  and  concern 
of  the  admiral  had  very  little  effect  on 
this  fide,  yet  his  reprefeniations  in  Por¬ 
tugal  mrt  witli  greater  reg.nd.  It  I’eems 
that  one  of  the  young  princes  of  tin*  royal

cils,  and  tnkt  liim  plair.Iy,  that  the  feamen,

Confidered  as  a  firft  fcrious 
attempt,  it  does  her  infinite  credit,  altho* 
it  falls  far  fiiorc  of  that  perfc(5tion  of 
which  a  tragedy  is  capable,  and  which 
JM  rs  Cowley,  by  a  longer  acquaintance 
with  the  tragic  drama,  may  polfibly  at* 
tain.

An  attendant  born  the  Court 
fiimmons  him  to  attend  a  Council,  as 
news  .arrived  that  the  Saracens  had 
brokt  n  the  truce  Lord  Wt'ft'norciand,  af¬ 
ter  hmenting  th  .It  his  age  would  no  longer 
permit  him  to  purine  the  race  of  glory, 
enqiiirep  what  meafores  were  propofed, 
and  learns  that  the  King  had  determined 
on  another  criifade,  but  that  Lord  Eil- 
ward  was  to  be  difpa’chcd  with  a  large

by  his  wddow  ;  her  mind  is,  however,  of 
too  haughty  a  frame  to  bear  dependence, 
or  to  be  capable  of  gratitude  for  favours 
of  a  pecuniary  nature;  and  Edvv.nii, 
whofe  father  had  been  inllrumental  in  the 
ruin  of  Sibbald,  having  treated  her  vtitli 
a  compafTionate  attention,  fhe  had  form¬ 
ed  hopes  that  he  vvould  marry  her,  if  Al¬ 
bina  continued  her  prefent  coidnefs  and 
referve.

The  fitth  aCt  opens  with  a  fine  feene 
of  the  litis,  which  forms  a  noble  and  in- 
tcrelling  ftage  ipeClacle.  Wefimorcland 
knd  Edw'ard  appear  on  the  point  of  en¬ 
gaging,  but  are  prevented  by  the  good 
Egbert,  who  burtls  through  the  croud, 
and  begins  to  relate  the  plot,  which  he 
had  mod  fortunately  overheard  ;  but  at¬ 
tempting  to  fix  the  blame  on  Editha, 
Gondibert,  with  a  fpirit  and  nobienefs 
of  mind,  which  is  finely  preferved  amidft 
all  the  balcncfs  into  w^hich  he  is  drawn 
by  his  untortunatc  attachment,  enters, 
boldly  avows  his  pafiion,  and  dares 
Lord  Edw'ard  to  revenge,  by  immediate 
combat,  the  deception  which  had  been 
pradtifed  on  him.  But  the  King  inter¬ 
fering,  degrades  Gondibert  from  the 
rank  of  knighthood,  and  banifnes  him 
the  lealm;  by  his  roTal  intercclhon,  Ed¬ 
ward  is  alfo  forgiven  by  Wcdmoreland 
and  by  Aibina,  and  the  marriage  is  or¬ 
dered  immediately  to  take  place. 

The  catailrope  now  approaches ; — 
Gondibert,  driven  to  madnel^s  by  his  dif- 
appointment,  a.  d  highly  irritated  bv  r.is 
banilhment,  determines  at  fit  ft  to  all'ifii- 
nate  Edward,  but  liftening  to  the  ftrther 
fnggeftions  of  his  phrenzy,  the  idea  th  it 
ihc  death  of  Edward,  as  Albina  ftdi  can¬ 
not  be  his,  will  only  drive  her  into  tiie 
arms  of  another,  he  determines  to  ft^b 
her  and  himfelf,  and  carry  her  with  him 
to  the  grave,  which  alone  can  lilence  the 
luggeftions  of  a  jealoufy  fo  criicily  cir« 
CLimftanced.  He  draws  his  dagger,  and 
retiring  to  feek  Albina,  leaves  the  ftage  in  a 
flate  ot  aweful  gloom  and  horrid  experita- 
tion,  which  gives  the  itrongcr  emotions 
of  terror  and  pity  for  the  devoted  vit^lim. 
VV  hilft  the  Icene  is  apparently  in  a  ftate 
of  almctt  total  darknef^,  Editha  eiders 
Altiiia’s  Auii  chamber  to  aitciid  her 


fummons,  as  (be  was  ftiil  ignorant  of  t}> 
perfidy  Gt  her  fupuofed  friend.  Edwa'a 
luddcnly  approaches,  and  luppufiu.^  t-r 
his  bride,  addrcffVs  her  with  the  voice  o^‘ 
love;  which  Gondibert  overhearing, 
entering  at  that  moment,  under  tlic  . 
fluence  of  the  fame  miftake,  he  ftabs  the 
guilty  alTocidte  of  his  crimes  to  the  hear 
and  the  falls  with  a  heavy  groan.  v^[ 
ward,  after  a  moment’s  paufe  of  11011*0: 
flies  at  Gondibert,  who  feizes  his  arm  m 
an  attitude  that  produces  a  mult  ftiikiiie 
and  pi<ftarcfquc  effea:.  The  break  of 
Edward  is  fully  expufed  to  the  dagvrcr  cf 
Gondibert  ;  but  the  caufc  of  his  emiiity 
is  at  an  end,  and  he  plunges  it  into  hi, 
own  hofom  :  on  his  falling,  he  excKiinis 
with  an  air  of  triumph,  that  now’  Albii.a 
is  /jis  bride.  Edward  then  fimlelics  ud 
the  dagger,  and  kneeling,  as  he  fuppolcs, 
by  the  body  of  his  murdered  wife,  i«.  on 
the  point  of  ftabbing  himfelf;  as  he  lifu 
the  dagger  tor  that  fatal  put  pofe,  Albina 
enters,  attended  by  fervanrs  with  lights, 
at  this  critical  inomenf,  and  produces  a 
moft  Itriking  and  pleafingly  interckir.g 
fituation,  and  (by  means  cquaHy  raluial 
and  unexpeifted)  a  cataftrophe  molt  per- 
leiflly  agreeable  to  every  idea  of  pccfical 
and  moral  jufticc.  The  old  Earl,  abrai- 
cd  by  the  noife  of  this  dreadful  feenq 
now  appears,  and  on  feeing  the  bloody 
and  awefu!  fpcdacle,  concludes  tiie  pLy 
with  reflexions  on  the  faUl  conkqueiiccs 
of  ungoverned  palfion. 

The  above  is  evidently  a  well-feigned 
ftory,  which  the  authorefs  has  given  to 
the  days  of  ancient  chivalry,  in  the  reipii 
of  the  fecoud  Henry ;  but  Mrb  Cuwky 
has  not  been  quite  fo  happy  in  the  con- 
ItruXion  of  the  main  plot ;  lior  duly  con* 
fidered,  that  the  piincipal  events  of  a  tra¬ 
gedy  become  more  interefting,  in  propor¬ 
tion  to  the  natural  and  unaftteted  means 
by  which  they  aie  brought  about.  But 
this  is  amply  compenfated  by  i1atur.1l 
beauties  in  point  of  fituation,  which  mnit 
itrike  every  obfervtr.  In  a  vv^  rd,  it  cer¬ 
tainly  ranks  before  the  generality  of  mo¬ 
dern  tragedie'^,  and  was  therefore  eiiti  tied 
to  thofe  fl  ittering  marks  of  app.ebalioa 
with  which  it  was  received. 

Great  jultice  was  done  to  moft  of  tnc 
ebaraXers,  particularly  thofe  of  eit- 
morcland,  Edward,  Gondibert,  and  Albi¬ 
na.  Mr  Palmer,  as  he  always  docs,  pt^r* 
feXly  conceived  his  author,  and  "ith  3 
correXuefs  that  juilly  ch^irdXeiiie>\l“^j» 
gave  great  weight  to  the  part  he  iurtaincJ.
